A second possibility is the First 
Selectman form which would re¬ 
tain the Town Meeting and the 
Board of Selectmen, hut make 
one of the Selectmen a full-time 
administrator with greatly in¬ 
creased authority.

Council On Aging Supports 
Additional Housing For Elderly 


The Agawam Council on Aging 
has agreed to lend it’s support to 
the local Housing Authority’s in¬ 
tention to build an additional 
Housing Project for Elderly Citi¬ 
zens. 

Andrew C. Gallano, Council 
Chairman stated, "At the last 
regular meeting of the Council, it 
was voted to support and assist 
tlie Housing Authority in the pas¬ 
sage of article 123 in the Town 
Meeting Warrant, which calls on 
the Town to approve the con¬ 
struction of a new housing devel¬ 
opment for the elderly. 

‘It is expected that in 1070 the 
legislature will vote to pledge tlie 
state's credit to guarantee 200 
million dollars for housing and 
Agawam should be in a position 
to apply for funds in order to 
meet the increased demands of 
the elderly for housing.” 

Low cost income housing is pro¬ 
vided for persons 65 years of age 
or over, with an income not ex¬ 
ceeding $2500 for an individual 
or $3000 for a couple,, who are in 
need of good housing.” 


No expenditure of town funds is 
required for the project. The 
money is borrowed under a bond 
issue by the Authority and aniori- 
tized by rental income over a 
period of years. 

In addition, it is expected that 
the State will provide by appro¬ 
priation some four million dollars 
to subsidize rental costs to the el¬ 
derly tenant, so that rents can be 
contained within their capacity 
to pay.

A can't say that conditions have 
improved appreciably but that 
doesn't mean that we have 
stopped trying. Policing a prob¬ 
lem such as this is a real head- 
ai .ee. We cannot afford manpow¬ 
er in the zoning enforcement of¬ 
fice to make daily routine checks. 
There are many more important 
chores to be done. Neither can 
administration expect members of 
our Police Department to spend 
n part of their shift checking le¬ 
gal car registrations at gas sta¬ 
tions. Since the conditions in each 
station might change on a daily 
basis we can only depend on each 
proprietor doing his fair share to 
live within the law. 

Gas stations are intended in 
the zoning law as a place of au¬ 
to motive service for local resi¬ 
dents. They must be licensed with 
'the Selectmen to store gasoline. 
They just have an “occupancy 
permit’’ from the Building In¬ 
spector to use their grounds and ; 
building further they may have j 
but one unregistered vehicle on I 
the premises. They may not re- i 
pan* nor store parts out of doors, j 
They may not make major re -1 
pairs nor do auto body work. 

What, though, actually

In 
total they are just about the big¬ 
gest eyesore in our town and our 
poorest advertisement. 

Be it as it may, gas stations 
must conform to the law. Your 
■administration didn’t write these 
laws but they are obligated with 
t he responsibility of enforcement.

What forms am 1 re¬ 
quired to file? 

A. If you are not claiming spe¬ 
cial credits or adjustments, you 
file only Form 1040. However, if 
you choose to itemize deductions, 

Schedule A must be attached. 

Your tax would be computed on 
Schedule T. 

Q. What steps can I take to 
ensure the prompt processing of 
my return? 

A. Here are a few steps that 
will ensure prompt processing: 

(1) Use the pre-addressed lab-el 
on the Form 1040 you file. Make 
corections on the label if needed; 

(2) Print or write legibly; 

(3) Attach Copy B of all Forms 
W-2 to the back of Form 1041»; 

(4) Be sure that your return is 
complete and you have attached 
schedules to meet your individual 
situation; 

(5) Check your mathematics to 
avoid errors; 

(6) Sign the return. If you are 
filing jointly, both husband and 
wife must sign; and 

(7) Mail your return to the 
proper Internal Revenue Service 
Center address.

(Division of Fisheries and Game 
has, through Director James M. 
Shepard, requested the five man 
Fish and Game Board to hold a 
regulatory hearing on possible 
changes in the ibear hunting reg¬ 
ulations. 'There has been many 
Setters and petitions requesting 
such a hearing from citizen and 
sportsmen. 

The hearing will he held April 
at the Boy’s Club, Pittsfield, 
Mass, at 8 p.m. for the conven¬ 
ience of the majority of the peo¬ 
ple having an interest in bears in 
the western part of the state. 

'Most of the letters and interest

fermenting apples. 

Four or five bears were har¬ 
vested last year and the Div. is 
now working closely with Dr. Jo¬ 
seph Larson of (the University 
of Mass, to try to gather infor¬ 
mation on bear, .feeling that we 
should know more about their 
habits in Mass. It is anticipated 
that a large gathering of well 
meaning people will attend the 
hearing.

GOURMET FISHING THE GULF 

More goes on than Super Bowls in January in New Orleans. 
The city's the hub of some of the finest year-round fishing in 
America and a favorite jumping-off point in winter for visiting 
fishermen. Plenty of good fresh-water fishing can be found in 
the nearby rivers, lakes, lagoons and marshes, and in the bays, 
outer passes and Gulf fabulous saltwater fishing abounds. 

The Gulf is what interested Cotton Loyd and I as we travelled 
south out of the city to visit with friends 40 miles away in 
Empire. Cotton, one of the southwest's most artful anglers, and 
I share a passion for the flesh of the red snapper—a delectable 
food fish ever-present in the off-shore blue water. 

Taking these fish is basically bottom fishing, and with so 
many surface fighters in the Gulf—like blues and Spanish 
mackerel—-we looked forward to tussling with light spinning 
outfits.

We attached heavy drails to the 
50-pound test Ambassadeur sinking Dacron line to take our live 
shrimp baits down 60 fathoms where we hoped red snapper 
were bivouacking. We met with instant success and in the next 
hour or so boated enough 15 and 20-pound red-eyed, pink-bod¬ 
ied beauties for a feast for half of Empire. There would be 
willing hands for what we would give away. 

We moved to another rig and with Mitchell 406 spinning reels 
and 12-pound test Bonnyl hit into a furious school of tough- 
fighting 8 and 10-pound Spanish mackerel. We used spoons, 
bucktails. Atou baittails and, for kicks, a bass bug. Then the 
action died. We worked on blues In the early afternoon and 
then headed back to Empire. 

That evening we gorged ourselves on Red Snapper Bouilla¬ 
baisse and washed it down with a white beaujolais.
